A: Yeah, obviously. This has happened to us be- 
fore where the same situation arose where we 
couldn't go on stage and do the normal thing. Еі- 
ther some of the equipment doesn't turn up or some- 
one is ill. In the past, when we've compromised, 
we've come off worse. It's gotten to the point 
where if anything is slightly wrong we just will not 
work. Like the night before we played Chicago we 
played Williamsburg, and the p.a. was diabolical. 
We were out in front when Fleetwood Mac were on, and 
you couldn't hear the fact there was someone sing- 
ing. 50 we said, unless you get that p.a. better 
than that, there is no point in us going on, cause 
it'll be a lousy show, and we got a reputation to 
keep. They couldn't do it, so we didn't work. 
That's how concrete we are about our decisions, ya 
know when we say we're not going to work, we don't 
work. 50 for us to go on stage in a place like 
Chicago without a lead singer was quite something, 
believe me. The only reason we did it, is because 
there were so many people there and we felt really 
obliged to do something for those people. If the 
thing had happened a couple of hours previous, or 
a day previous, we would have definitely cancelled 
it, but we couldn't at that point.. 

Q: HOW IS IAN DOING? 

A: Well, he's in capable hands now, but he's a very 
Sick person. If he had done maybe another flight 
he might have died. That's how it is. So he's 
gonna be in the hospital maybe ten days, two weeks, 
and then maybe he can fly back to England. And 
then it's gonna be about two months rest.

He sits on a stool and o- 
pens with the acoustic be- 
ginning of "My God" from 
"Aqualung". The crowd 
roars! This magical char- 
latan, with his bizarre 
manner and fine songs, 
keeps the crowd spellbound 
until the end of the acou- 
stics of the song. The o- 
ther players appear from 
behind a maze of equip- 
ment and the electricity 
begins to generate. IAN 
ANDERSON, the mad jester/ 
leader of JETHRO TULL puts 
down his guitar and picks 
up his enchanted flute. 
Sprinkling his solo with 
bits of "Bouree" and ei- 
ther "Camptown Races" or 
"Yankee Doodle" (I can't 
remember which) IAN ANDER- 
SON wielded his flute a- 
gainst the audience with 
an exceptional grace. His 
acrobatics offset the bal- 
ance of the players just a 
bit but it wasn't noticed 
by the receptive audience. 
(Which could have number- 
ed thousands more if they 
took out the Amphitheater 
seats and had everybody 
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stand). The band played 

a lot of their big num- 
bers like "Nothing Is Ea- 
sy", "Cross-eyed Mary" 
(with a nice intro by bas- 
sist Jeffrey Hammond-Ham- 
mond and an amazing drum 
solo by Barriemore Bar- 
low), "Aqualung"and "Up

catalogs. A lot of stores buy these records cheap 
and pass the savings on to you. 
Wards, and the discount houses. They always have 
bins full of really good stuff, and a lot of it re- 
cent. I've picked up some excellent albums by the 
Kinks, Yardbirds, Animals, and a lot of others for 
$1.00 to. $1.50 apiece. Most mono albums are a thing 
of the past, as you probably know, but they're a lot 
cheaper and better than re-processed stereo albums. 
You'd be surprised how many good records you can get 
with about $10.00 and a little time spent scufflin' 
through the bins.
